the Mediterranean and throughout Ligypt 
and Asia Minor.

lowed by commercial activities greater 
and spreading over wider fields than 
ever before known.

Thirty years ayo very few 
papers would publish any thing favor- 
able to Spiritualism. Ridicule and mis- 
representation were the staple for spir- 
itual aud pious sensations, But ten 
million Spiritualists in the United States 
and us many more deeply imbued with 
its philosophy, has tamed the lion and 
drawn words of wisdom and truth from 
the press that thirty years ago never 
spoke of the subject candidly. Politi- 
cians, too, realize its preseuce and power. 
The Republican party in Ohio seven 
years ago awoke one morning to find 
itself humiliated by an overwhelming 
Democratic victory. When they got be- 
hind the scenes they learned to their 
chagrin that the odious legislation 
against mediums had struck back, and 
their treachery to the rights of the peo- 
ple had met a stinging rebuke. Poli: 
ticians know that many of their peers 
in Congress and throughout the states 
are Spiritualists, and they respect them. 
Last fall another defeat surprised theim. 
The school question came in for a share, 
and Wisconsiu was lost to the Republi- 
cans, it is believed, by the united efforts 
of Rome against popular education, But 
it is quite probable that a strong influ- 
ence was wielded among liberals and 
Spiritualists by the sentence of Moses

But the growing goodness of the peo- 
ple and the rapidly advancing inteli- 
yveuce and liberality of the masses is 
manifest in many ways and divers places.

Thirty years ago 
any church memaoer attending a spiritual 
meeting, sitting in a private circle, or 
expressing faith in spirit communion, 
was sure to be dealt with and likely to be 
expelled from church if the fact was 
known in church circles. Now they re- 
ceive in full inembership people who 
openly declare a belief in Spiritualism. 
About twelve years ago the people of 
Titusville, Pa., elected Wm. Barnesdall 
mayor, knowing him to be a thorough 
Spiritualist, but the goodness of his 
heart, the integrity of his honest charac- 
ter were known to all, and in spite of 
pulpitand pews the people made him 
Mayor. Now, in Meadville, Pa., at the 
recent municipal election two Spiritual- 
ists were pitted against each other in 
nomination for Mayor. One was A. Gas- 
ton, the popular President of Cassadaga 
Camp Meeting, and widely known at 
home and abroad as an. independent, 
uncompromising Spiritualist. Probably 
no voter in Meadville was ignorant of 
the fact. He never hides his light under 
u bushel nor evades the question. But 
he never trespasses upon the feelings of 
others who do uot want to hear about it. 
His opponent, a brilliant attornty, is 
also a Spiritualist, but less pronounced, 
and probably not half the voters in 
Meadville knew anything of his spiritual 
tendencies. Mr. Gaston was elected by 
125 majority. If Spiritualism had any 
influence in this case the 125 votes must 
be credited to Mr.Gaston's open and inde- 
pendent devotion to the cause. But prob- 
ably the result turned on the popularity 
of the man. Free Americans like inde- 
pendence and honest devotion to convic- 
tion, whether it be Spiritualism, Method- 
ism or Paganism. I think Mr. Roddy 
too, is a popular man, and there is no 
impeachment of his character or ability 
that I ever heard of. If the cause was 
not party politics—- which seems improb- 
able—it must either turn on the social 
influence of Mr. Gaston or wider ac- 
quaintance, or else it is to be credited to 
known independence and open loyalty 
to acause which is considered unpopular, 
ang the people wanted to show their ap- 
preciation of backbone.

Popular sentiment always leads the 
pulpit, and generally a generation or| 
more inthe van. The education of the 
pulpit is the brake on the car of progress. 
Religion is always conservative; it resists 
change and new revelations; it reveres 
the old and worships decay; it clings to 
the past and points tremblingly to the 
future with threatenings and awe. But 
this is religion in its swaddling clothes. 
It grows as it is pushed and led by secu- 
lar life and intellectual questionings. In 
fact, religion is born of the people, aud 
in its organic expression it stops to 
dream of the past and dread the future, 
while the people move on to new and 
better revelations. But old systems 
never go out without bequeathing their 
shrouds tothe new. The habitudes long 
cultivated are psychic centers that enter 
into the structures that supercede then, 
and continue under new impulses to 
modify and limit. The press is another 
form that is wielded by the stored energy 
of the past and steadily modified by the 
activities and innovations of the present. 
It is more progressive and moves in 
closer sympathy with the present than 
does the pulpit.

It 
is not so fettered by obligations to the 
dead past. Religion in its old mask has 
nothing to draw from but the past. Its 
eyes are shut against the new light, and 
it bows to the authorities long since

to result? Ilere opinions differ, One 
thing is generally admitted by all physi- 
cians of intelligence and large experi- 
ence, and that is, that the cure, by any 
known means, of the lubercular disease 
has not by any means kept pace with our 
knowledge of the pathology of the dis- 
ease, So-called tubercular consumption 
slays its thousands and its tens of thous- 
ands almost as surely as before our dis- 
covery of the tubercular bacillus, or the 
exact pathology of these diseases. It is 
for this reason that the announcement 
of Prof. Koch's discovery of a sure and 
speedy means of cure has «xcited such 
widespread interest, and in many quar- 
ters such unbounded enthusiasm. This 
interest is natural, under the circum- 
stances, but the enthusiasm is likely to 
receive a check, and to end in greater 
discouragement. 

The history of medicine shows that in 
all cases the theory of the mode of treat- 
ment, or the attempted cure of disease, 
proceeds logically from the theory of the 
mature of disease in general, no matter 
whether the method of treatment be the 
prayer cure, exorcism by “hell, book and 
candle,” Christian science, or the more 
scientific appliances of the schbols of 
modern times. According to the theory 
of disease follows the theory of treatment. 
The Homcepathic school of medicine! 
proceeds on the theory that disease is an | 
effect of a dynamically acting cause: a, 
disturbance of the vital funtions; a dis- 
cord thrown into the harmony of organs | 
aod functions; and that this discord | 
so modifies the normal functions as to 
produce a group of symptoms designaled 
in their totality as a “picture” of a given 
disease. This conclusion, however, is 
arrived at a pos/ertort, as there came 
first a discovery of a therapeutic law, and 
the careful study of this law in its appli- 
cation to the human organism in health 
and disease gave as a natural deduction 
the theory of disease and the basis of 
pathology above referred to. 

The old school of medicine while ad- 
mitling many facts involved in the op- 
eration of this law, and while adopting 
many conclusions flowing as a natural 
sequence from it, treats the whole sub- 
ject empirically, and flatly denies the 
law. It proceeds in both theory and 
practice not only from an empirical, but 

from a purely physical basis, and there- 
fore accepts only the results of experi- 
ment and the testimony of the physical 
senses.

I write this letter because of your con- 
nection with the new Psychic Society, and 
your published views in a February num- 
ber of The Boston Globe, which were 
copied into the Banner of Light of Feb. 
21,into which your views were classified 
into seven different heads, Six of these 
you have already disposed of without 
the aid of decarnated spirits. The 
seventh, of which you possess o respect- 
able number of facts, you have been less 
fortunate in explaining satisfactorily to 
yourself. 

In the aame issue of the Banner of 
Light, Feb, 21, you will find an article 
eutitled “Auto-Hypnosis,” which will, I 


think, dispose of your troublesome 
seventh difficully. 

Auto-Hypuosis' exact meaniug may be 
a little obscure to the unecientiic mind, 
but to us who know it is all plain enough. 
So I think that we may justly claim that 
all your views are disposed of as far as 
you have proceeded, without any assist- 
unce from spirit power. 

Now I have two more points that 1 
wish to present to your consideration, 
and I earnestly bope that your society 
will take note of theni. ' 

The first is obsession. The second is 
intelligence conveyed through material 
objects by their movements without the 
aid of any visible physical contact. 

Of the first, my 40 years of practice as 
a physician have furnished me with a 
very reepectable number of facts; of the 
second, my 40 years of study and research 
have beeu thickly strewn with experi- 
ences of this kind more or lesa pro- 
nounced, 

Possibly auto-hypnosis may dispose of 
these points also; if not, perbaps bi- 
auto-hypnosis might effectually settle 
the matter once for ail. 

lu regard to my first point, obsession, 
wherein the obsessing spirit maintains 
his or ber identity, personality aud men- 
tality, I wish particularly to call the atten- 
tion of yourself and colleagues. I will 
cite one case, a recent one. which can 
be easily investigated, as all the corre 
spoudence is in my possession, and the 
parties are only a short distance from 
Boston at this writing. 

Last fall I was called to a patient who 
appeared to be insane. I could find no 
trace of disease. Her insanity was 
peculiar, She was almost if not wholly 
demented as far as her own personality 
or mentality was concerned. She was 
dazed and bewildered. Her own children 
seemed strange to her. She was restless 
aud uneasy, and particularly desirous to 
go home, although she was in her own 
house, with her family about her. She 
would talk but very little, and did not 
remember her past history. 

I made several callis and at last hit 
apon a plan which succeeded admirably, 
I began to ignore the presence of the 
lady aud addressed ber as she appeared, 
as another personality. At last I suc- 
ceed in obtaining the following story: 

1I asked the question, “Who are you?" 
but not verbally, of my patient; I wrote 
this questiou and put the same in an 
envelope, sealed it and placed it in my 
patient’s hand. She was lying upon the 
bed and I seated myself to watch results. 

Soon she aroused from a sort of stu- 
por and gave me a name. Then followed 
a name of a city in this State. Then by 
questions which I asked verbally I re- 
ceived quite a history. It ran thus: 

“My name was so and so. I lived in 
Salem. Have a family there. I fell July 
3d from a building upon which I was 
working. I passed away soon after, the 
next day, I think. I want you to write to 
my wife. Tell her to proceed with her 
lawsuit, not to settle with them; and tell 
her not to change her residence now, as 
she is intending to do.” 

All this I wrote down, and immediate- 
ly sent the same to the wife, whose name 
was given me, and in duc time received a 
reply confirming all the spirit had said, 
even to the moving from the house, etc. 

Soon after this my patient recovered, 
and bas showu no sigu of insanity since. 

Now for my second point. One illustra- 
tion is as good as a hundred. 

Atthe close of a rapping and table 
tipping seance, after the party had all 
moved away from the table, I perceived 
the latter to be moving. I examined it 
carefully aud found uo physical agency 
at work, 

Afer getting an affirmative reply <o 
the question, “If this is a spirit moving 
the table will you spell out through the 
alphabet your message to us?” Isat for 
two hours with a card in my hand con- 
taining the letters of the alphabet, and 
as I pointed to the right letter the table 
would move. 

When I had finished, the letters 
which I had written were not divided 
into words, but preseuted one wnintelli- 
gible mass, After marking off the 
worda I read the followiug: 


“hy name is so-and-so. l passed tô 
spirit life yesterday at 3 p.m, My body 
will pass through your city to morrow 
on its way to Mt. Auburu.” 


This I found to be true. 

Now, if these pointa can be explained 
without the aid of decarnated spirits, I 
would like to ask these reverend gentle- 
men what evidence they have of immor- 
tality?

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VALUE OF THE BIBLE TO 
ITUALISM, coin

It has long been the custom of ma 
spiritual teac hers, both public and pn. 
vate, to ignore the Bible and ridicule iu 
precepts and its teachings, 

In fact, it seema to be the principa) 
stock in trade of some lecturers and ad. 
vocates of the spiritual philosophy, te 
build up the latter by deriding the for. 
mer and abusing the Hible and the 
church. 

From my standpoint I believe this to 
be a grave error, not only uncharitable 
but impolitic. While I bave no faith jy 
the divine inspiration of its teachings, 
tomy wind, there is just as much epi. 
dence of inspiration in the Bible teach. 
ings as there are in those upon which 
we build our more consistent faith io. 
day. 

If ever our teachers succeed in Proving 
the superiority of the spiritual philoso. 
phy over that taught by tbe church, it 
will have to be done through the reason, 
and the superior results as demonstrated 
in the lives of our people, and not by 
ridicule, or the abuse of a sysiem made 
sacred by long devotion and hallowed 
associations. Indirectly, Spiritualists 
may be said to owe their system of re. 
ligion to the Bible, and only through ev- 
olution and advanced thought have they 
succeeded in developing “a more excel- 
lent way.” 

The first evidence of spirit presence 
and spirit communion, so fat as we 
know, is recorded in the Bible. There 
is no better evidence of cither than is 
often found in the Old Bible— notably the 
case of the witch of Endor, and the re- 
sponse of Samuel to the call of the 
Prophet, aud the visit of the three an- 
gels to Abraham, who invited them inte 
his tent, supposing them to be men and 
prepared dinner for them. 

Also iu the New Bible is to be found 
many accounts of spirit manifestations 
and evidences of spirit communications, 
notably, at the tomb, when Jesus of Naz- 
areth was buried; at the meeting of his 
disciples in an “upper room” where he 
appeared among them. Peter's telease 
from prison where Herod had ordered 
him chained between two soldiers, and 
numerous other passages sufficient te 
prove what many Modern Spiritualists 
build their faith upon and claim to be 
"Christian Spiritualists." While there 
is a wide difference in the teachings of 
the two systems, the oue has been large- 
ly recondited from the other, nod eves 
now the first inquiry made by a member 
of the church is, “What do Spiritualists 
teach concerning the Bible?” J cannot 
give up the Bible, etc., and what is the 
necessity of their doing so? 

If we want to convince our friends we 
have amore reasonable and consistent 
theory than the church teaches. We 
cannot do it by abusing an institution 
they have been taught to respect and 
venerate al] their lives. They know the 
Bible, the foundation upon which the 
church is built, is the only sacred book 
recognized in the civilized world as such. 

They know, too, its teachings are com- 
piled from the most ancient and learned 
writers known to history, and date back 
some eight hundred years before the 
Christian era, aud these added to from 
time to time for the next thousand years. 
Its antiquity, together with its endorse- 
ments, as being a book divinely inspired, 
has secured for it a degree of confidence, 
if not satisfaction, which cannot be 
easily destroyed. 

Rev. J. W. Chadwick, a well-knowa 
and popular Unitarian clergymen, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., in his very able eriti- 
cism on the Bible, published in 1878 en- 
titled “The Bible of ‘To-Day,” makes this 
highly eulogistic criticism: 

The Hible in a great book and it has hid a la- 
mous histary, The scicuce of comparitive re- 
ligion teaches nothing more decisively (haa 
thot the Bibe has an immense superiority over 
all the otber sacred ee iptures of the world 
Others may have isolated sentences of equal, oF 
of greater spiritual significance. Nut they bave 
no such meinage beauly and siguifice uce. 

The superior divinity of the Hible has for the 
most part engrossed the zeni of ita defenders 


Bat what I cure for most is ite superior he 
toanity. 

Spiritualists who are fatuiliar with the 
history of the Bible and realize its influ- 
ence and the hold it has upon the dewo- 
tional feelings of a large number of its 
devotees in all Christian Churches, cas- 
not consistently endorse the more radi- 
cal of our teachers and public lecturers, 
in their denunciation of the church and 
its adherents, 

Such assertion aa these: “We have 
outgrown the Hible aud have no use for 
its teachings." “We have uo use for the 
Church, it is among the things of the 
past.” “We get from first hands all that 
is necessary for us to know," etc., ia, to 
say the least, uncharitable, if not arro 
gant, aud subjects us to what we charge 
many others with—bigotry, 

While we cannot eudorse the claim for 
divine inspiration of the Bible or of its 
writers, We must admire the Principle in- 
volved in many of its precepts and the 
high moral tone of many of its teachings. 

Itis not necessary for us to glean im 
the churches to fill our ranks. ‘The field 
is wide and the laborers few. If Spirit- 
ualists will pattern after the churches 
in their efforts to extend the benefits of 
their organizations for the relief of suf- 
fering humanity, and show to the world 


the superior benefits resulting from the 

spiritual philosophy, there need be no 

anxiety felt as to its ultimate success.

SHALL THE STATE BE DIS- 
GRACED? 


We commend to some of our legisla- 
tors at Columbus, the study of the old 
“Blue Laws” of Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts aud Virginia. Perhaps they do not 
even know that these colonies each had 
codes of so-called “Rlue Laws,” where 
the most private, personal and family 
matters of the individual citizen were 
under the constant espionage and super- 
vision of the colonial authorities. A sin- 
gle lesson in the early history of their 
own country might protect them from 
acts of legislation which will mantle the 
cheeks of their children and grandchil- 
dren with shame for their own igno- 
rance, bigotry and intolerance. 

We suggest to these gentlemen legis- 
lators who seem desirous of placing 
every citizen of the state under guard- 
ianship of some special class; their 
soul under the care of some special 
creed or church; their bodies under some 
special legalized pathy and its adminis- 
trator who serves for the shekels; and 
their business, under the direction of 
some mammoth trust,—that civil, relig- 
ious and personal liberty is uot just uow 
going backward to obtiteration, though 

ignorance, in and out of legislative halls, 
is crowding it severely, All that person- 
al liberty has ever gained it has fought 
for, and has fought harder to retain, be- 
cause in the latter case, ignorance, and 
not a despotic spirit backed by hircling 
bayonets, has been its foe. 

Some legislator, certainly not a Solo- 
mon in wisdom, has introduced into the 
Ohio legislature, a sweeping bill for an 
act to prevent our citizens from using auy 
special gift with which they may be en- 
dowel, and secure to themselves or their 
fainilies an honest livelihood by such use. 
As for instance: The scientific world, 
and even the thinking religious world 
are to-day face to face with a series of so- 
called phenomena known as psychic, or 
pertaining to the soul, or something 
supposed to be possessed by every hu- 
man being. If any particular legislator 
at Columbus desires to deny the exfst- 
ence of such part of the human spiritual 
anatomy, we will admit the exception in 
his particular case. These scientists, 
philosophers and creedists represent the 
best intelligence of the age and the 
world, They have been and are engaged 
in investigations, and are keeping full 
records of their doings. 

Should the Psychical Society of the 
United States, or the parent society in 
London, England, or either of the cor- 
responding societies in Paris or Berlin, 
or the officers of the new society just or- 
ganized and composed chiefly of the 
clergy of the various religions denomi- 
nations, desire to investigate a case of 
hypnotism, trance or phenomenal mnoyii- 
festations of any kind, within the limits 
of this State, then the person must 
either place his time and his gifts freely 
at the disposal of the investigators and 
without renumeration, or else he must 
suffer fine and imprisonment under this 
statute for his contribution to modern 
science. It is nota question of fraud, of 
trick, of fakirisin. Every honest person 
would sanction the strongest legislation 
against these, and no class more earnest- 
ly than Spiritualists.

Those who do not 
wish to enter the Industrial department 
need not do so, and they will find our 
school a model boarding school for both 
girls and boys, We shall so conduct the 
school that parents need not fear for the 
health and morala of their children. It 
will be our aim to impart a good educa- 
tion to the students entrusted to the 
charge of the school, as well in body as 
in mind. No religion will he taught, but 
the pure philosophy of Spiritualism will 
not be neglected, for through that we 
can ace clearly the inner workings of 
all the aciences, of all the duties of a 
high and exalted life, both in this life 
and the life tocome.

I am not seeking to introduce the old

We will start with three branches in 
the industrial department, viz., fruit. 
poultry and printing, to add other indus- 
tries as we grow. 

Each one of these departments will be 
presided over by a competent superin- 
tendent. 

We will have proper teachers in our 
educational departments, and it will be 
the especial aim to turn out students 
educated in the practicalities of life, as 
well as to educate them in all the useful 
learning of the age. Those who do not 
wish to enter the industrial department 
need not do so, and they will find our 
school a model boarding school for both 
girls and boys. We shall so conduct the 
school that parents need not fear for the 
health and morals of their children. It 
will be our aim to impart a good educa- 
tion to the students entrusted to the 
charge of the school, as well in body as 
in mind. No religion will he taught, but 
the pure philosophy of Spiritualism will 
not be neglected, for through that we 
can see clearly the inner workings of 
all the sciences, of all the duties of a 
high and exalted life, both in this life 
and the life tocome. We want no Chris- 
tian Spiritualism, no inculcation of God 
ideas in the potentialities of matter im- 
bued with the spirit and enlivened 
with life and movel with energy.
